FREEDOM'S HOLY LIGHT 

President V, Ravmqnd Edman 



n , * , Long may our land be bright 

With freedom* s holy light * « . " 

Not idly not thoughtlessly did Samuel Smith pen these immortal 
words in his poem, America, 

Freedom is one of mankind's choicest treasures. Historians tdl 
us that any given time in the long course of human events not as 
many as five per cent of the world's population has enjoyed the 
kind of freedom that is our American heritage. There are mil lions 
and millions of earth's masses who yearn for the liberties and op¬ 
portunities that we Americans take so much for granted. 

There has been a large and very gratifying response, ami wholly 
unsolicited* to my previous letter (Bulletin of Wheaton College, 
March, 1958} on the topic: No Federal Scholarships, Thank Yon? 
The scattering criticism or questions that have come are largely on 
the theme; Do we equate Christianity and the American way of 
life? 

Decidedly no! Christianity far antedates the discovery of the 
Western Hemisphere, the establishment of the Thirteen Colonies* 
the American Revolution, and the founding of our Republic The 
Christian is a Jovet of freedom because the Gospel has made him 
free from the penalty and power of sin* He is God's free mam 
He desires that everyone come to know the Saviour; but whether 
or not such is the case, every man is entitled to a maximum of 
freedom—economic, social, political academic, and spiritual. The 
Christian advocates and defends chat form of government and eco¬ 
nomic organization which best promotes the cause of freedom* 

Democracy—government "of the people, by the people, and for 
the people/’ capitalism with its free enterprise, equality of all 
citizens before the law (the American way of life, to use a familiar 
expression, though often not analyzed nor understood}-gives the 
maximum of human liberties* 

We should understand the source and substance of our freedom 
so as to fully appreciate it We have come to take for granted our 
liberties to the extent that this generation seems largely unfamiliar 
with the magnificent heritage which is ours. We are told that 
some of our combat troops in Kor*>a were not instructed as to the 
basic differences between freedom and communism* If such is 
the case, the fault lies at the door of American schools* 

When f was a lad, the Study of “Civrcs" was required in grade 
and high school* There was enthusiastic and quite thorough teach¬ 
ing in the principles that underlie government in America, and 
of the operation of government on the national, state, and local 
level. 

In more recent years I have noted a woeful lack of knowledge 
in this important area. Students reach college without much or 
any training in the field of government. The great majority of 
American young people have never read the Constitution of the 
United States, Such should not be the case. 

The Constitution is a relatively brief document The language 
is succinct and explicit The substance thereof can be taught to 
children in the upper grades, and certainly in high school* To be 
sure, the Constitution is likewise a profound statement, and legal 


experts over the generations have noi exhausted its meaning. It 
is a hying basis for our government and therefore subject to con¬ 
stant interpretation and application. However, its great principles 
and pronouncements can easily be understood by American boys 
and girls if it is taught with conviction and pride in America* 

Suppose we who are older make a review for ourselves bf the 
great underlying principles enunciated in the Constitution.} tn a 
very real sense they epitomize freedom's holy light. 

There are five basic concepts in the Constitution: popular sov¬ 
ereignty, supremacy of law, division of powers, limited govern¬ 
ment, and separation of powers. f 


I* Popular Sovereignty 


Governments can be catalogued according to allocation of sov¬ 
ereignty and the exercise of governmental functions under! three 
headings: autocratic, aristocratic, and democratic* When final au¬ 
thority rests with one individual or a very small controlling clique, 
that government is autocratic, whether it be communistic* fascists* 
or a military dictatorship. If government is in the hands of a 
fairly large number of leaders, it can be said to be aristocratic; 
but that form of government usually degenerates fairly quickly 
into autocracy. In either case, the populace has Uttle or nothing 
to say about the affairs of the government* 

In democracy the people are sovereign. The late Lord Bryce 
has made this careful definition of democracy; “The word De¬ 
mocracy has been used ever since the time of Herodotus to denote 
that form of government in which the ruling power of a State is 
legally vested, not in any particular class or classes, but jin the 
members of the community as a whole. This means, in commun¬ 
ities which act by voting, that rule belongs to the majority* as no 
other method has been found for determining peaceably and legally 
what is to be deemed the will of a community which is not unani¬ 
mous. Usage has made this the accepted sense of the term, and 
usage is the safest guide in the employment of words/' (Modern 
Democracies, Vol* !, p* 20) 

The American concept of the sovereignty of rhe people is in 
direct contrast to the older forms of government. Speiing for 
ah autocrats, ancient and modern, Louis XIV of France declared* 
'The state—ft is tl 4 ' We Americans say, "The state—It | is wel 
Government is our creation, our servant: and not our master/* We 
underline with approval the brave words of Samuel Adams, uttered 
four years before the Revolutionary War began at Lexington, 
when he said: "The multitude I am speaking of, is the body of 
the people —no contemptible multitude—For whose sake govern¬ 
ment is instituted; or rather* who have themselves erected it, 
solely for their own good—to whom even kings and all In sub¬ 
ordination to them are strictly speaking, servants and not masters/' 

Popular sovereignty was written large In the Declaration of 
Independence which stated that “government is by consent of the 
governed/' It was further emphasized when our Constitution was 
written, whose preamble begins: u We the People of the lUnited 
States, in order to form a more perfect Union . * /* Furthermore, 
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that Constitution hat! to be ratified by the people through their 
state governments before it became effective. Through their repre- 
sentalives the people have the final voice in any amendments to 
the Constitution. 

Popular sovereignty with its free elections, its competing polit¬ 
ical parties, is a basic American freedom to be held in high esteem 
by every citizen. ft entails responsibilities upon each citizen and 
office holder to maintain and perpetuate that liberty. 


II, Supremacy of Low 

Ours is a government of taws* and not of men. Every citizen is i 
equal before the law. There is not one law for the rich, and an¬ 
other for the poor. There may be inequality and inequity in the 
application of the law* but the law itself is binding upon every 
inhabitant of our land. 

History proves conclusively that political power is a corrupting 
influence, and that absolute power corrupts absolutely and com¬ 
pletely* Autocratic governments, whose head is not responsible to 
the populace in dictatorial manner can perform any arbitrary ac¬ 
tion: order his police to enter any house without a warrant, arrest 
anyone and hold him without charge or right of trial. 

Contrariwise, we Americans hold that law has been determined 
by the representatives of the sovereign people and is binding upon 
all whether he be President or Pullman porter, manufacturer or 
migrant worker, trade union officer, or tramp* 

III Division of Powers 

The federal principle of organization was quite a political nov¬ 
elty when it was adopted by the founding fathers in our Consti- 
* tution* Federalism implies a duality of sovereignty, that of the 
Central government on the one hand and that of the states on the 
other. Over the centuries there had been confederations consist¬ 
ing of a relatively loose organization of sovereign countries held 
together for specific purposes, but such confederations have never 
proved to be strong nor lasting. We Americans had brief experi¬ 
ence with a confederation under the Articles of Confederation 
which proved to be a "rope of sand'* for the Thirteen Colonies 
that had won their independence from Great Britain* 

While the federal principle contained in our Constitution made 
provision for the national government and the continuation of the 
state governments, much remained to be determined as to the di¬ 
vision of powers between the two* Over the years the courts have 
defined increasingly that division and must continue so to do* 

The uncertainty as to division of powers occupied the atten¬ 
tion of statesmen and politicians, and the people as well, during the 
first half of the nineteenth century* The difference of opinion can 
be epitomized in the basic positions held by the two great consti¬ 
tutional antagonists of those decades: Daniel Webster of Massa¬ 
chusetts and John C Calhoun of South Carolina* Webster main¬ 
tained the supremacy of the national government; and to that end 
he laid stress on the opening words of the Constitution which we 
have quoted: "We the People of the United States * . ** On his 
part, Calhoun emphasized the dosing words: "Article VIL The 
ratification of the conventions of nine states, shall be sufficient 
" ifcr the Establishment of this Constitution between tbe States so 
ratifying the Same/ 1 

Said Webster: "The people have established the national union," 
"No/' replied Calhoun, "the states have so done." That basic consti¬ 
tutional problem was not settled by debate in Congress nor by 
decision of tbe Supreme Court; rather* it was done by the fearful 
arbitrament of the sword in tbe War between the States. 

The establishment of federal supremacy did not mean at that 
time, or now* the dissolution of the states. Rather, there con¬ 
tinued to be a division of powers between the central and the local 
governments, which principle is basic in the American form of 
government* 

In the past generation or two the Federal Government has be¬ 
come increasingly aggressive in entering areas and prerogatives 
which rightly pertain to the states and its divisions (counties, 
municipalities, and the like)* For example; I have noted a great 
change in our little city of Wheaton during the twenty-two years 
that 1 have lived in this lovely neighborhood. When first I came 
to the college, I observed that there were very few federal agencies 
in our community in addition to the local post office. Now, by 


way of contrast, much of the office space available In Wheaton is 
occupied by federal bureaus, agencies, boards, and who knows 
what. 

I have strong persuasion that the forty-eight states should stand 
up and take back large areas of government which have been pre¬ 
empted by bureaucrats from the City Rureaufui on the Potomac, 
We the people could get along with a lot less "government" by 
being informed, intelligent, and alert citizens. We can do many 
things which bureaucrats assume they must do for us. With less 
bureaucrats and lower taxes we can be more effective citizens in 
our local communities whose government is responsible directly 
to us* < 

IV. Limited Government ; 

Our Constitution provides limits, explicit and Implicit, upon tbe 
realm of government for tbe protection of us citizens. The Consti¬ 
tution provides delegated powers expressly to the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment; and at the same time reserves residual powers to the 
states. The tenth Amendment declares specifically: "The powers 
not delegated to the United States by the Constitution* nor pro¬ 
hibited by it to the States, are reserved to the States respectively, or 
to the people." 

The national government has delegated powers such as laying 
and collecting taxes, burrowing money, regulating foreign and 
interstate commerce, establishing post offices, granting patents* 
and declaring war* Some of the delegated powers are exclu¬ 
sive* such as the coming of money and the management of the 
District of Columbia* On the other hand, some of the powers 
of the Federal Government are concurrent with those of the states, 
such as provision for elections (Article I, Section 4, Paragraph I). 

The delegated powers of the national government rid! for the 
implied powers. The Utter are not spelled out. of course, in tbe 
Constitution, but are essential to the delegated powers* The nature 
and application of the implied powers has occupied largely the 
attention of the federal courts* The "general welfare" clause 
(Article I. Section 8, Paragraph 1) has been perhaps among the 
most controversial* Some Americans, like myself, believe it to be 
a limitation on the taxing power of the Congress; but there are 
those who believe it is cart* Blanche for Congress to exercise any 
power, provided il can appear to be for "the general welfare.” 

On their part the forty-eight states have residual powers such 
as the establishment and control of local governments, the con¬ 
trol and conduct of elections within the states, the regulation of 
intra-state commerce and industry;: and the exercise of "police 
powers." Again 1 say, in light of the Tenth Amendment, that the 
states and the people have been too indifferent and uninformed in 
the maintenance and exercise of their residual powers. If. these 
were increased* the sphere of federal authority would be decreased, 
which in my opinion would be for the "general welfare*' jof all 
of us* | 

In addition to the limitation of "government placed by the Con¬ 
stitution. the Congress, and the Courts, there is limitation expressly 
stated for the protection of the individual citizen. The Constitution 
itself protects the citizens against encroachment by the nitionzJ 
government in requiring the right of citizens to the writ of habeas 
corpus t to protection against bills of attainder and ex post] facto 
laws, and a concise definition of treason* The first ten amend' 
meats (the "Bill of Rights") guarantee freedom of worship, 
speech* and press; of peaceful assembly and the right of petition; 
the right to keep and bear arms; immunity from the quartering of 
soldiers in peacetime without the consent of the property owner; 
immunity from unreasonable searches and seizures* 

Furthermore, in respect to judicial procedure the Bill of Rights 
requires indictment by a grand jury, trial by jury In criminal cases 
and in important civil cases, speedy and public trial, personal ap¬ 
pearance of witnesses, freedom from self-incrimination; also free¬ 
dom from excessive bail, cruel and unusual punishments. I Like¬ 
wise, the states may not deny nOr abridge the privilege to vote on 
account of race, color, or previous condition of servitude (Amend¬ 
ment 15), or sex (Amendment If?). 

Limitation of governmental powers is extremely Important In 
the maintenance of liberty for the individual. As civil and political 
rights decrease, the totalitarian terror of the government increases* 
The principle of limited government is indeed a predous heritage 
of the American people.

V. Sepiifotion of Powers 

; The fifth basic princ.ple of our form of government isthedi^ 
tributiem of powers between tb'= major dwartmwts ttereol.

vision for such power in the Constitution) and may,restrain the 
’ executive Yrtfito illegal action. 

By and large, separation of powers has operated very success- 
fully in our form of government. There have been times when a 
balance of power has shifted temporarily to the Congress as in the 
decade after the War between the States, or to the judiciary tn the 
days of John Marshall, During the New Deal the executive 
sought to overshadow both the Congress and the courts, but in 
time the principle of separation of powers reasserted itself, 

I have taken your time to remind you of these five great prin¬ 
ciples of American government* Just by way of reminder, so that 
you and I may understand them* appreciate and defend them. By 
the same token 1 am trying to share with you the deep persuasion 
I have that American government should be taught effectively and 
enthusiastically at least from the fifth grade upward, f want the 
rising generation to be informed and convinced Americans! 

In so saying I am reminded of the eloquent and desperately 
earnest words of a great American* Douglas MacArthur, General 
. of the Army. Here are his words: 

The issues which today confront she nation are clearly defined 
and so fundamental as ta directly involve the very survival of 
the Republic* * 

Are we going to preserve the religious base to our origin* our 
\ growth and our progress or yield to the devious assaults of athe- 
i istic or other ami-religious forces? 

Are we going to maintain our present course toward State 
Socialism with Com munis m just beyond or reverse the present 
trend and regain our hold upon our heritage of liberty and 
freedom ? t 

Alt we going to squander our limited resources to the point 
of our own inevitable exhaustion or adopt commonseme policies 
of frugality which will insure financial stability in our time and 
a worth-while heritage in that of our progeny? 

Are we going to continue to yield personal liberties and com¬ 
munity autonomy to the steady and inexplorable-centraliaation 
of all political power of restore the Republic to constitutional 
direction* regain our personal liberties and ceassume the indi¬ 
vidual State's primary responsibility and authority in the conduct 
of local affairs? 

Axe we going to permit a continuing decline in public and 
private morality or re-establish high ethical standards as the 
means of regaining a diminishing faith in the integrity of our 
public and private institutions? 

Arc we going to continue to permit the pressure of alien doc* 
trines to strongly influence the orientation of foreign and do¬ 
mestic policy or regain trust in our own traditions* experience 
and free institutions and the wisdom of our own people? 

In short* Is American life of the future to be characterized by 
1 freedom of by servitude, strength or weakness* The answer must 
be dew and unequivocal if we are to avoid the pit!alb toward 
which we are cow heading with such certainty. In many respeetjt 
it is not to be found in any dogma of political philosophy hut In 
those immutable precepts which underly the Ten Commandments*
